been replanted to a second crop. 
Beans started moving from South 
Bay late in Septenyber with the 
bulk of the acreage around the 
rim of the lake picked in October 
and November. 

The peak of the fall season, how- 
ever, comes usually late in Novem- 
ber and early December and is of- 
ficially regarded to have closed 
with the Christmas season. The 
late November harvest had been 
- delayed by a week or 10 days of 
cool weather which checked ma- 
turity of the snap bean crop, oth- 
erwise the peak of the season 
would have been reached before 
the frost. and many fields which 
had yet been untouched by the 
harvest hands would have been on 
the road to market. 

THe freeze “coming as it did 
found thousands. of acres of snap 
beans in various stages of ma- 
turity still in thé field, Gro! 
„operating only on land at some dis- 
tance from the lake were hard hit. 

Those who farmed near the lak* 
or had acreage in'both areas did 
not suffer quite such heavy losses. 
All hope to recoup their losses watn 
a: mid-winter crop, or failing {hat 
with the spring orop, which is still 
in the lap of the gods. 
».Meanwhile the migratory work- 
ers who had come to south Florida 
for the fall harvest and. work in 
the packing plants, -have either 
had to move on to the Pompano 
and lower east coast. areas or 
tighten their belts for a few weeks 
until a new crop.can be brought tc 
maturity.
